American Airlines Pet Policy, Fees, & more 


According to the airline's pet policy, travellers are permitted to travel with an emotional 
support animal or service, but they must abide by all the regulations. You must also bring the 
necessary paperwork while travelling with your pet. To find out more about the size, cost, 
and other details of American Airlines pet policy, read this blog in its entirety. 


American Airlines Pet Policy 


Either a dog or a cat must be your pet. The cabins of American Airlines are off-limits to other 
species. 

Keep in mind that the combined weight of your pet and the carrier cannot exceed 20 pounds. 
Except for service animals, pets weighing more than 20 pounds are not permitted in the 
cabin. 

The carrier must be kept under your seat with the door closed the entire trip. 


Policy For Pets in Checked baggage 


Pets must be able to turn about, rest, and lie down in their preferred position in carriers, 
which must be made of metal, wood, or plastic and be leak- and escape-proof. 

The doors of the carriers must be able to seal securely and have ventilation on all sides. The 
requirement for passengers to have a water bottle that can be filled from the outside is also 
applicable. 


Policy For Pets in Cargo 


The pets that cannot fit under the seat will be transported as cargo in accordance with 
American Airlines’ pet policy. 

On American Eagle flights, five kennels are allowed, but on American Airlines flights, seven 
kennels are allowed. 

if you are taking a long-distance flight. However, the length of your flight shouldn't exceed 12 
hours. 


Applicable Fee For Pets On American Airlines 


As long as their weight limit and that of their carrier don't exceed 20 lbs, cats and dogs who 
are at least eight weeks old are permitted to fly in the cabin on American Airlines. 

The carrier for small animals must be kept under the seat with the door closed the entire 
time. For a one-time cost of $125, pets are welcome in the cottage. 


Frequently Asked Questions 


How much does American Airlines charge for pets? 


The cost for each kennel for those flying with dogs is $125. Small animals should travel the 
entire distance in their carrier, which should have the door closed and be stowed under the 
seat. 


How much does American Airlines charge for pet cargo? 


According to American Airlines’ pet cargo policy, animals that cannot fit beneath a seat must 
be transported as cargo. The pet freight fee will vary depending on the type of pet and will be 
confirmed at the time of booking. 


What documents do I need to bring my dog on a plane? 


Before flying, passengers who are taking their pets in the cabin or as cargo must give the 
airline a Certificate of Veterinary Inspection. You must always have a health certificate on 
you. Only a federally accredited veterinarian's signature on the certificate makes it valid. 
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
